I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town 
of  Hancock  for  the  period  from  July  31,  1949  to  February  10,  1951,  made  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  is  in  the  form 
of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Herman  B.  Dine,  Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Hancock  for  the  period  from  July  31,  1949,  the  date  of  the 
previous  examination,  to  February  10,  1951,  preparatory  to  transfers  of  books  and 
accounts  and  of  cash,  savings  bank  books,  and  securities  to  the  newly  elected 
treasurer  and  a  recommitment  of  taxes  and  motor  vehicle  and  trailer  excise  to  the 
newly  elected  tax  collector,  the  following  report  being  submitted  thereon: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  entered  on  the  records  of  the  several  depart- 
ments receiving  or  disbursing  town  funds  or  sending  out  bills  for  collection,  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  were  examined  and  checked  in  de- 
tail. The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  analyzed  and  checked  with  the  departmental 
records  of  payments  to  the  treasurer  and  with  the  other  sources  from  which  money 
was  paid  into  the  town  treasury.  The  payments  were  checked  with  the  orders 
approved  by  the  selectmen,  the  cash  book  additions  were  verified,  and  the  cash 
balance  on  February  10,  1951  was  proved  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance 
with  a  statement  received  from  the  bank  of  deposit  and  by  actual  count  of  the 
cash  in  the  office. 

A  considerable  amount  of  detailed  checking  was  required  in  order  to  prove 
the  payments,  which  materially  added  to  the  cost  of  the  audit. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  for  federal  taxes  and  the  county  retire- 
ment system  were  examined  and  checked.  The  deductions  were  listed,  the  pay- 
ments to  the  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue  and  the  county  treasurer  were  veri- 
fied, and  the  cash  in  the  general  treasury  on  February  10,  1951  was  proved. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the  investments  of  trust 
and  investment  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  were  listed  and  checked, 
the  income  being  proved  and  the  withdrawals  being  verified. 

The  receipts  for  licenses  issued  by  the  selectmen  were  checked  with  the 
records  of  licenses  granted,  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  receipts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  were  checked  with  the 
record  of  work  done,  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined  and  checked  in 
detail.  The  taxes  and  excise  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  examination 
and  all  subsequent  commitment  lists  were  audited  and  compared  with  the  asses- 
sors' warrants.  The  collections,  as  recorded,  were  checked  with  the  payments  to 
the  treasurer,  the  recorded  abatements  were  verified,  and  the  outstanding  ac- 
counts were  listed  and  proved. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  all  persons 
whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies 
thereto  indicating  that  the  outstanding  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 
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The  total  amounts  outstanding  on  each  of  the  tax  and  excise  levies  were  given 
to  the  assessors  for  use  in  preparing  the  recommitments  for  the  new  tax  collector, 
and  detailed  lists  of  all  the  outstanding  accounts  were  obtained  by  the  collector. 

It  is  urged  that  determined  action  be  taken  by  the  new  collector  to  obtain 
prompt  settlement  of  the  overdue  tax  and  excise  accounts  recommitted  for  col- 
lection. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined  and  checked.  The 
receipts  from  dog  and  sporting  licenses  were  checked  with  the  record  of  licenses 
granted,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  and  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game 
being  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  officials  required  to  furnish  them  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  their  duties  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  appropriations,  as  voted  by  the  town  meetings,  were  listed  from  the 
records  of  the  town  clerk  and  were  compared  with  the  aggregate  amounts  raised 
by  the  assessors  in  the  determination  of  the  tax  rate. 

The  recorded  receipts  from  town  property  rentals  were  checked  and  the  pay- 
ments to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  records  of  bills  sent  out  for  collection  by  the  public  welfare  and  cemetery 
departments  were  examined  and  checked.  The  departmental  records  were  ana- 
lyzed, the  recorded  collections  were  compared  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer, 
and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 

Ledger  accounts  were  compiled,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to 
this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  Febru- 
ary 10,  1951. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  there  are  appended  to  this  report  tables 
showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  and 
departmental  accounts,  as  well  as  tables  showing  the  transactions  and  condition 
of  the  trust  and  investment  funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit  cooperation  was  received  from  the  town 
officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express 
appreciation.

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New  High  School  Policy 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Hancock  School  Committee  on  August  8,  1951,  the  Com- 
mittee voted  unanimously  to  designate  the  New  Lebanon  Central  School  of  New 
Lebanon,  New  York,  as  the  official  secondary  school  for  Hancock  school  pupils. 
New  pupils,  residents  of  Hancock,  wishing  to  attend  any  other  high  school  in  the 
area,  other  than  the  designated  high  school,  may  do  so  but  will  be  required  to  pay 
the  difference  in  tuition  between  the  current  New  Lebanon  or  designated  high 
school  rate  and  the  rate  charged  by  the  high  school  attended  by  the  pupil.  As  to 
future  transportation  commitments,  the  Hancock  School  Committee  will  only 
approve  the  payment  of  transportation  costs  equal  to  the  then  prevailing  rate  at 
the  New  Lebanon  or  designated  school. 


In  estimating  the  budget  requirements  for  1952,  we  recommend  the  appro- 
priation of  $19,906.00  for  school  department  purposes.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Hancock: 
Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools  for 
the  Town  of  Hancock,  Massachusetts. 

Foreword 

To  resolve  the  tensions  which  now  divide  the  nations  of  the  world,  destroy  the 
peace  and  threaten  civilization  will  take  many  years.  Success  in  the  battle  of 
ideas  in  which  we  are  engaged  will  depend  on  the  children  who  are  now  in  the 
schools.  Through  them  and  them  alone  we  can  secure  the  future  of  our  country. 
If  ever  America  needed  the  best  possible  schools  it  needs  them  now.  And  yet  our 
schools  are  faced  with  a  grave  crisis. 

There  is  a  serious  school-building  shortage  which  has  been  accumulating  since 
the  beginning  of  World  War  II.  There  is  a  rapidly  increasing  school  enrolment 
resulting  from  the  high  birthrate  of  the  war  years.  We  shall  have  eight  million 
more  children  in  the  public  schools  in  1957  than  there  would  have  been  had  the 
birthrate  of  the  prewar  years  continued.  Then  too  there  is  a  serious  shortage  of 
adequately  prepared  teachers  for  our  elementary  schools  at  present  salaries. 

The  schools  are  under  malicious  attack  from  powerful  enemies.  Inflation  is 
again  upon  us.  Schools  are  forced  to  compete  for  personnel,  finance,  and  materials 
with  colossal  military  expenditures.  There  is  a  strong  trend  toward  militarism. 
Rapid  technological  change  is  constantly  forcing  upon  our  people  adjustments  in 
their  ways  of  living  that  place  heavy  strains  upon  character  and  home  life. 

If  ever  Hancock  needed  to  do  its  utmost  for  the  general  educational  welfare 
of  its  children  it  is  now.  The  crying  need  of  the  moment  is  a  physical  structure 
worthy  of  housing  Hancock's  school  populace.  The  report  of  the  Hancock  School 
Building  Committee,  therefore,  is  eagerly  awaited. 

Teachers  and  Instruction 

There  were  no  personnel  changes  in  the  Hancock  schools  during  1951.  In- 
struction in  the  three  schools  continues  satisfactorily.  New  geography  books  and 
dictionaries  were  provided  upper  grade  pupils  at  the  Village  School  during  the 
year. 

Some  overcrowding  of  pupils  prevails  at  the  Gorton  School  but  this  condition 
should  be  noticeably  alleviated  in  September.  A  slight  decline  in  pupil  enrolments 
has  been  noted  at  the  remaining  two  schools. 

School  banking,  introduced  in  the  Hancock  schools  on  November  14,  1950, 
showed  marked  improvement  during  1951.  A  good  majority  of  the  pupils  in  each 
school  make  deposits  weekly  with  the  City  Savings  Bank  of  Pittsfield.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WESTERN  BERKSHIRE 
WELFARE  DISTRICT 

The  towns  of  Lanesborough,  Hancock  and  New  Ashford  voted,  at  previous 
town  meetings,  to  join  a  Welfare  District.  This  action  was  carried  out  during  the 
spring  of  1952  at  several  meetings  of  the  Boards  of  Public  Welfare  of  the  three 
towns.  A  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  from  each  town  was  appointed 
to  serve  on  the  District  Committee.  This  Committee  consists  of  Arthur  Campbell 
of  Lanesborough  as  Chairman,  Cecile  Love  of  New  Ashford  as  Secretary  and 
Henry  Blair  of  Hancock  as  the  third  Committee  member.  The  Committee  meets 
monthly  to  authorize  expenditures,  approve  warrants,  hear  the  Agent's  report  and 
discuss  policies  and  procedures  concerning  the  efficient  operation  of  the  District. 
The  Western  Berkshire  Welfare  District  started  operating  officially  on  July  1, 
1952. 

From  a  financial  viewpoint,  the  advisability  of  forming  a  W'elfare  District  has 
already  been  justified  during  the  first  six  months  of  operation.  During  this  period, 
it  has  proven  less  costly  than  the  previous  six  months  when  the  towns  operated  in- 
dividually. The  total  expenditure  since  July  1,  1952,  including  office  equipment, 
was  $1789.75.  Of  this  amount,  the  Federal  and  State  reimbursement  was  $1491.47. 
The  local  share  of  the  $298.28  balance  was  $89.48.  This  compares  with  $235.16  for 
the  previous  six  months  when  the  town  operated  alone.  The  expenditures  for  the 
coming  year  can  only  be  estimated,  but  it  would  appear  that  the  local  share  of  the 
District  expense  will  not  exceed  $170.00  for  a  full  year. 

Hancock  has  contributed  $565.00  as  its  share  to  operate  the  District.  This 
amount  may  seem  to  conflict  with  the  amount  mentioned  previously  as  the  town's 
share  of  the  cost  of  operation,  but  it  was  necessary  to  have  enough  money  to 
operate  the  District  until  Federal  and  State  reimbursement  was  received.  This 
reimbursement  has  now  been  received  and  Hancock's  share  has  been  credited  to 
its  account.  Future  shares  of  the  cost  of  operation  will  be  deducted  from  this 
amount. 

The  lower  cost  of  District  operation,  in  addition  to  a  full  time  Agent  with 
regular  office  hours,  has  made  a  more  efficient  department  which  can  better  serve 
the  recipients  and  the  town. 

The  total  caseload  as  of  January  1,  1952  was  22.  During  the  year  there  were 
2  new  applications  received  and  processed,  and  6  cases  closed,  2  by  death,  1  by 
transfer  to  another  city,  1  by  commitment  to  an  institution  and  2  through  the 
recipients  becoming  ineligible.

Transportation  Contract 

With  the  three-year  transportation  contract  between  George  Harold  Hadselle 
and  the  Hancock  School  Committee  terminating  on  December  1,  1952,  new  bids 
were  solicited  beginning  October  20th.  When  the  time  for  opening  sealed  bids 
arrived  on  November  20,  1952,  only  one  bid  was  submitted,  that  of  George  Harold 
Hadselle  of  Hancock.  Mr.  Hadselle's  bid,  filed  in  every  detail  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  the  transportation  specifications,  was  as  follows:

The  new  transportation  contract,  based  on  the  above  amounts,  was  signed 
December  4,  1952  and  became  effective  January  1,  1953,  continuing  for  a  period 
of  three  years  from  that  date. 
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Improvements  to  School  Buildings 

Several  improvements  to  all  three  school  buildings  were  made  during  the 
year,  notably  the  protective  enclosure  to  the  main  entry  as  well  as  a  new  exterior 
door  to  the  Village  School,  a  new  rear  door  and  jambs  at  the  Gorton  School,  and 
the  enlargement  of  the  North  School  classroom  by  removal  of  the  cloakroom  par- 
tition. 

Venetian  blinds  were  provided  at  the  North  School  and  for  the  upper  grade 
Village  School  classroom. 


In  estimating  the  budget  requirements  for  1953,  we  recommend  the  appro- 
propriation  of  $22,252.77  for  school  department  purposes.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Hancock: 
Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  my  seventh  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools  for 
the  Town  of  Hancock,  Massachusetts. 

Foreword 

The  home  and  the  community  educate  just  as  truly  as  the  school  does.  A 
child  who  completes  elementary  and  secondary  school  in  twelve  years  will  have 
spent  only  about  20%  of  his  waking  hours  in  school.  He  is  learning  from  his 
parents,  his  church,  and  his  neighborhood  about  four  times  as  many  hours  as  he 
spends  in  school.  To  be  sure,  the  school  deals  with  a  most  impressionable  period  of 
life.  It  serves  nearly  all  of  the  population.  It  is  the  chief  institution  organized  ex- 
pressly for  educational  purposes.  Nevertheless,  the  school  cannot  succeed  in  teach- 
ing civic  duties  to  a  child  wiiose  parents  do  not  take  the  time  to  vote  intelligently. 
The  school  finds  it  difficult  to  teach  appreciation  of  good  literature  to  a  child 
whose  home  bookshelves  are  filled  with  trash.  The  school  cannot  as  a  rule  develop 
self  control  and  courtesy  in  a  child  whose  home  life  is  one  long  series  of  unrestrained 
quarrels  and  uncivilities.  The  school  cannot  teach  prudence  to  a  child  wrhose 
parents  fritter  away  income  for  purposeless  extravagances.  The  school  cannot 
teach  children  to  respect  public  property  if  the  children  see  their  parents  deface 
local  picnic  grounds  and  public  highways  with  rubbish. 

The  public  school  cannot  act  every  part  in  the  complex  drama  of  education. 
Any  hope  on  the  part  of  the  general  public  that  schools  can  do  the  whole  job  un- 
aided is  doomed  to  disappointment.  Any  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  teaching  pro- 
fession to  assume  such  a  staggering  responsibility  wrould  be  certain  to  end  in 
frustration.  The  teachers  in  the  schools  need  partners  in  this  and  every  community. 

Teachers  and  Instruction 

The  faculty  of  the  Hancock  schools  remained  unchanged  during  1952.  The 
four  teachers  remained  at  the  same  schools  to  which  they  had  been  assigned  the 
last  two  years.  In  order  to  alleviate  the  overcrowded  condition  that  prevailed  at 
the  North  School  during  the  early  weeks  of  school  last  September,  and  to  comply 
with  the  rigid  requirements  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Safety,  it  was 
necessary  to  transfer  the  large  Fifth  and  Sixth  grade  group  housed  there  to  the 
larger  Gorton  School  classroom.  In  turn,  the  smaller  Third  and  Fourth  grade 
group  was  assigned  to  the  North  School.  These  two  transfers  proved  to  be  a  wise 
move  as  it  appears  that  the  overcrowded  North  School  situation  will  be  solved  for 
several  years  to  come. 

New  dictionaries  were  provided  all  pupils  at  the  Gorton  School  during  the 
year  in  addition  to  the  expendable  book  materials  required  in  all  of  the  three  local 
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schools  annually.  Large  wall  maps  of  the  United  States  were  provided  the  Gorton 
and  North  Schools. 

To  augment  the  excellent  work  being  done  in  the  music  classes  of  the  three 
Hancock  schools  under  direction  of  Mr.  Louis  V.  Bedard,  Supervisor  of  Music,  a 
good  quantity  of  appropriate  music  publications  were  purchased  during  the 
year.  The  splendid  public  performances  of  the  children  at  the  June  graduation 
and  Christmas  exercises  attest  to  the  quality  of  effort  in  ihis  phase  of  the  academic 
program. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Gilbert  H.  Avery  of  Hancock,  pupils  of  Grades 
5-8  of  the  local  schools  received  beautiful  copies  of  the  New  Testament,  Psalms 
and  Proverbs,  last  May.  The  Bibles,  pocket  size  and  in  gold  embossed  red  leath- 
erette covers,  were  gratefully  appreciated  by  the  pupils. 

For  displaying  outstanding  interest  in  birds  last  Spring,  the  pupils  of  the 
Gorton  School  were  recipients  of  four  large  bird  charts  donated  by  the  Hoffmann 
Bird  Club  of  Berkshire  County. 

Teacher  Salary  Increases 

To  comply  with  the  amendment  to  Chapter  71,  Section  40,  General  Laws, 
made  by  Chapter  69,  Acts  of  1952,  whereby  the  minimum  salary  of  teachers  in 
communities  of  less  than  $2,500,000  valuation  was  set  at  $2,300.00  per  year,  it  was 
necessary  to  increase  all  four  Hancock  teachers  from  $2,200.00  to  $2,300.00  per 
year  effective  September  1,  1952. 

Even  with  this  modest  increase  in  salary,  the  Hancock  teachers  remain  still 
the  lowest  paid  public  school  teachers  in  Massachusetts.  I  recommend  strongly 
that  much  thought  be  given  the  matter  of  substantially  raising  the  salaries  of  these 
teachers  in  succeeding  years. 

Tuition  and  Transportation  Increases 

Effective  January  1,  1953,  the  Pittsfield  School  Committee  increased  its 
tuition  rates  as  follows:

Effective  September  1,  1952,  the  Richmond  School  Committee  increased  its 
annual  tuition  rate  for  non-resident  pupils  from  $120.00  to  $150.00  per  pupil. 


Effective  September  1,  1952,  the  New  Lebanon  per  pupil  transportation  rate 
was  increased  from  $30.00  to  $35.00  per  year.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE

Dear  Dr.  Wilk: 

During  the  school  year  of  1952  I  made  26  regular  visits  to  the  Hancock 
schools  and  8  visits  for  special  inspections.  24  home  calls  were  made  to  discuss 
with  the  parents  special  health  problems  of  their  child  or  children. 

All  children  received  the  Patch  test  for  Tuberculosis.  I  feel  we  are  very  for- 
tunate to  have  these  all  negative  tests. 

The  Massachusetts  Vision  test  and  Audiometer  test  was  given  to  all  children 
with  parents  notified  of  any  defects. 

Dr.  Lawrence  Greene,  M.D.  school  physician,  conducted  his  annual  physical 
examination  during  April  and  May.  A  careful  and  thorough  health  appraisal 
of  all  school  children  was  made  at  that  time  and  in  cases  of  defects,  referred  to 
their  family  doctors. 

All  heads  and  skin  received  regular  inspections.  Several  health  and  cleanli- 
ness projects  were  carried  out.  I  find  these  receive  a  great  deal  of  enthusiasm  and 
help  in  our  health  teaching.  Several  slide  films  were  shown  also  on  health  and 
followed  by  general  class  discussion. 

I  wish  to  thank  you  Dr.  Wilk,  the  School  Committee,  teachers,  parents  and 
pupils  for  cooperating  in  our  health  program.
